Real Louis Was Not as Dilapidated as 
He Has Been Pictured by 
Mark Twain. 


Probably no written portrait of the 
third Napoleon is 
better 
known 
to 
Americans than that embodied in th** 
rhetorical apostrophe of Mark Twain 
in “The Innocents Abroad,” where he 
contrasts the emperor of the French 
and the m ilan of Turkey 
at 
their 
meeting in Paris in 
I sf.7. 
It was 
thought very fine and stirring at the 
time, but it is a picture to 
provoke 
curiosity and amusement today. Mark 
Twain described how the future em­ 
peror carried bis dreams with 
him i 
into exile, how he associated with the 
common herd in America, and ran foot 
races for a wager, how he walked his j 
weary beat, a common policeman of ; 
London. 
That he carried his dreams ! 
into exile, that his belief in his star i 
never wavered, is unquestionably true. I 
But it is not quite Ba romantic * I 
figure, not such a dilapidated a Louis I 
Napoleon, that we see iii the accounts • 
of more careful historians than Marl: j 
Twain. 
For example, there is “Inti- j 
mate Memoirs of Napoleon III,” by the j 
late Baron d’Ambos. D’Ambes was not 1 
v* I th Louis Napoleon in America, b u t ,' 
it was from the prince’s own lips that | 
he claimed he received 
the 
impres- 1 
sions of that visit. 
lands Napoleon I 
came to Norfolk, Va., from Rio de J 
Janeiro on the 
frigate 
Andromed©. 
The commander. Henri de Villeneuve, 
was very kind to tin* exile, and the I 
prince thanked him with th** words J 
* You are obliging a man who w ill one j 
day be emperor of the French, un- i 
fortunate as he may appear at pres- 
ent. 
I shall not forget you.” 
The I 
Andromede arrived at Norfolk March | 
JO, 
1837. 
The 
prince 
proceeded ! 
straight to New York and dined at i 
Gen. Watson Webb's, where lie found j 
General Scott, his two brothers-in-law, | 
the Stewarts, and a number of sena­ 
tors and statesmen.
